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'Big Government1 Is Not Needed 


The chief officer of a great American oil 
company which operates throughout the Free 
World recently spoke of the achievements 
and the problems of the oil industry. In the 
course of his talk he said this: 
"A chief concern . . . occurs when we 
are not able to communicate our sense of 
public responsibility to the public and to the 
representatives of governments. This can lead 
to problems of relationships between govern­ 
ment and business, and of business communi­ 
cations to the public. 
"These problems are unusually difficult 
In many foreign countries where the knowl­ 
edge of and belief in the private free enter­ 
prise system is quite limited. Even here at 
home such knowledge and belief is less than 
satisfactory. 
"There is a trend of the times in the di­ 
rection of more governmental control, inter­ 
ference, and participation in the conduct of 
business—and this seems to be particularly 
true of the oil business." 
There are certain areas in which we 


must have big government, as, to cite the out­ 
standing example, our $50 billion a year na­ 
tional defense programs. But this should not 
produce an unreasoned and instinctive feel­ 
ing that big government is needed or is de­ 
sirable in all the areas of life. 
That is the kind of feeling whose end 
can only be a welfare state, brought about by 
the organized efforts of the few and made 
possible by the lethargy of the many. 
To go back to the oil industry, everyone 
has the right to criticize it or to praise it. But 
no one can deny that it has provided us with 
an abundance of products we all want at the 
most reasonable prices known in the world, 
and that it is a buttress of the economy and 
of the national security. 
That goes for our allies in the cold war 
as well as ourselves. And this has been done 
by free taxpaying enterprise—not by the dic­ 
tates of government, implemented by the 
whims of bureaucrats. 
If ever we forget this fact, which applies 
to all enterprise, were finished as a free na­ 
tion.

Why have we let it out that in 
the event of hostilities we would 
bomb military targets only, and 
would spare Russian cities? The 
answer is the seme. We hope that 
the Kremlin will get the messtge 
and will follow suit. 
Encoeraged to Think 
The following quotation is from 
a broadcast interview with Rich­ 
ard Fryklund, author of "One 
Hundred Million Lives,” which he 
calls tn administration-inspired 
hook. The author said over the 
air waves: 
"Now if people from the Rib- 
tian embassy ire watching this 
program, it would make some of 
our Defense officials very happy 
because they want, through ev­ 
ery possible, diplomatic and pub­ 
lic, to encourage the Russians to 
think through this problem.” 
Why do we have such tn In­ 
consistent policy in Southeast 
Asia? In South Vietnam, our 
troops are engaged in combat 
training missions against the Red 
invaders. But we do not attack 
North Vietnam, where theae inva­ 
sions are mounted. Our troops 
stend defensively on the Thailand 
side of the Mekong River. But in­ 
stead of sending troops to Laos, 
where another invasion was re­ 
cently in progress, we agreed to 
a Troika plan for a neutralist 
La01. We have resumed aid to 
Laos at the rate of three million 
dollars a month. Well, why? The 
answer Is the same under the 
Rostow plan. 
Guerilla Warfare 
Let us hear Dr. Rostow apeak 
fcr his own plan. In a June 28, 


1961, speech at the U.S. Army 
Special Warfare School, Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina, attended 
by guerrilla warfare trainees 
from Vietnam and 18 other na­ 
tions, Dr. Rostow, then a White 
House adviser, said these things: 
”. . . we have, indeed, begun 
to take the problem of guerrilla 
warfare seriously . . . This will 
not be a victory of the United 
States over the Soviet Union. It 
will not be a victory of capital­ 
ism over socialism . . . If Ameri­ 
cans do not seek victory in the 
usual sense, what do we seek? 
. . . The U.S. has the primary 
responsibility for deterring the 
usa of nuclear weapons (and) 
overt aggression with convention­ 
al forces . . . The sending of 
men and arms across internation­ 
al boundaries and the direction of 
guerrilla war from outside a sov­ 
ereign nation is aggression.” 
(Something, by inference, which 
the USA must never commit 
against "sovereign nations” like 
Communist North Vietnam, Red 
Cuba or a neutralist Laos.) 
In this address Dr. Rostow was 


performing a partial, voluntary 
"disarmament" of the USA. He 
ruled out use of nuclear weap­ 
ons. He ruled out the strategy of 
attacking Red nations. He was, 
in effect, inviting the Communists 
to follow suit, and to some ex­ 
tent they have done so. They 
have returned several American 
military personnel who were tak­ 
en prisoner in Vietnam. They 
have agreed to accept an Ameri­ 
can-aided neutralist Laos. They 
have not crossed the borders of 
Thailand. 
All this is e good bargain at a 
small price for the Communists. 
They are safe from our mightiest 
weapons and from any counter­ 
invasion by us. But is tne Rostow 
plan good for the USA? 
Manifestly, it is a very poor 
bargain for the USA. We are let­ 
ting the enemy choose the weap­ 
ons, the battlefields, the strate­ 
gies. In Laos we are even paying 
him good money for doing so. Al­ 
though choosing "disarmament" 
“and “peece,” we are discarding 
« "victory" policy and are ac­ 
cepting defeat.

RIO DE JANEIRO (UP1) - 
When the avenge Brazilian tries 
to draw a mental picture of the 
United States, he thinks of the 
sand at Miami Beach, the gam­ 
bling halls of Las Vegas, the mo­ 
vie studios of Hollywood, th e 
World’s Fair of Seattle ind t h e 
skyscrapers of New York. 
He considers Americans pre­ 
occupied with business and mon­ 
ey, too busy to be friendly with 
visitors and not much interested 
in cultural affairs, art, music and 
literature. 
These are the findings of a sur­ 
vey made by the U.S. Travel 
Service, an agency of the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce, to find out 
why more Brazilians do not visit 
the States. 
Voit Gilmore, director of the 
agency, said only 10,000 Brazilians 
go to the United States each year, 
most of them on business. The 
travel service is trying to promote 
more tourist travel. 
Food Problem 
"The main problem is that most 
Brazilians believe it costs more to 
travel in the United States than it 
does in Europe," he said. “They 
also worry about the food—they 
fear they won’t like our meals.” 
Gilmore paused here on a swing 
around South America to promote 
tourists for the United States. The 
Travel Service has opened offices 
in Mexico City; Bogota. Colom­ 
bia, and Sao Paulo, Brazil, to pub­ 


licize American travel attrac­ 
tions. 
The United States has a billion 
dollar tourist deficit each year, he 
said. American tourists spend that 
much more abroad tlian foreign 
tourists spend in the U n i t e d 
States. So the government agency 
is trying to encourage foreign 
tourists. 
Quick Viss 
A Brszilisn, for instance, now 
can get a tourist vis* to the Unit­ 
ed Sutes in 30 minutes. It is good 
for four years and the holder can 
enter the Sutes as many times as 
hi wants under the same visa. 
To combat the idea the United 
State* is too expensive, the Travel 
Service is working out special dis­ 
counts and combination rates with 
hotels and tnrasportstion compa­ 
nies.To fight the ides that Americans 
think only of business, "we tell 
them that one fifth of the land 
area of the United States is parks 
and playgrounds,” Gilmore said. 
"As for culture, we remind for­ 
eigners thst more Americans go 
to symphony concerts than go to 
baseball games.” 
A Brazilian reporter reminded 
Gilmore many global travelers 
consider American restaurant 
waiters the world's worst. 
Gilmore grinned. "We’ve got the 
National ResUurant Association 
giving training courses on the 
care and feeding of foreigners.” 
he replied. "Our waiters a r e 
¡earning how Latin Americans 
eat.”
